He said he re- 
gi'c-Ui.-u Lue obsequiousness of the for- 
eign olBGe towards Germany, declaring 
that she was tlio distui'Uing Influence in 
China, and that EJnsperor William's tele- 
gram to Mr. Krugcr was largely respon-

'Boer war. 

'Henry Norman (Liberal) -wantetl to 
know of the government realized that 
Cermany had practlcaily secured exclu- 
sive rights in Dhe Shang Tung penin- 
stiln, and that Rusflia had a complete 
monopoly of the enormously valuahie 
mines of Mongolia. 

During t'lie course of liis reply, the 
Under 'Secretary for tho di'oreign odlcu 
Lrt)rd Oranhorne, declared tlial great 
uucstious ulTccting Newfoundland were 
not being allowed to sleep. They were

both countries. The government would

fcundland question, bin it was very dif- 
licnl., hecaiine of ii coiiiplexUy of in- 
terests, over which the British goverii- 
lueiit had no i .iiilrol. 

KeL'ardiiig Kiissiii, 'I.iird ( 'riinlniriie 
s;iid it was not the fiiuU of (ireat Brit- 
ain that an umlerstaiidiiig imd not been 
reaidied. The i|Uesiioii of the relations 
of (ireat .Britain and Italy was very 
iiuiMirtiUit. continued I><)rd < 'raiiliorne. 
(ireat Britain's iiiternatioiial friendships 
were never aggressive, nor intended to 
be aggressive. The friendship wit'h Italy 
111 liiiiged to that clasN. it v,-as based 
1)11 su'iiet liiiig stronger tliaii treatips, 
namely identity of interests and syiii- 
liathies. 

There had been a passing coldness on 
such subjects as Tripoli aud Malta, ibiit 
(rreat Britain had given Italy assur- 
ances on bolli, and tlie coldness was 
bellied, (ireat BriUiiu had no designs 
on Tripoli. .She was only nnxious-to 
maiiiraiii the statns (luo, and intended to 
adhere to treaty oldigatioiis conoemiiig 
Triiioli, as well as other matters. 

The agreement with Japan, Lord 
Oranhorne asserted, -was I'ounded on 
mutual interests. Therefore, it had a 
strong foundation. Begarding thei com- 
plaint as to the lateness ot the treaty, 
Lord Crau'borne said it wn<5 not for 
Great Britain to offer treaties. She 
granted them, nud wa.s dolig'litod to 
grant this treaty to .T.ipan. Lord Craii- 
Itorne further remarked that he 'iid not 
'believe (Miina was likely to he misled 
,by tli(> advances of various powers. She 
kniMV it was tlie true ixdicy of Great 
Britain to maintain tho iiTlegrity ot 
China, and iiicroase her rosoiirccR, lie 
w.an not in the slightest afraid, Uiere- 
fore, of the small iidvniitages which it 
was thought hndi been gained by other 
powers. 

Lord Craiibonie (luoted tlie denial of 
the (ierinan imiierial C'liancellor, Count 
von Billow, that Geriiiaiiy had exclii- 
sivi- rights ill Shang Tung and claimed, 
therefore, that tlie door remained open. 

A.-I'to a Uiissian eoncessiou in the I'ei 
diu valley, the goveriiiiieiit, said Lord 
i( 'raiiboriie, was not in a poNilion to say 
liiissia was not eiitjlleil to a concession, 
(but when it came to tlto ■question of 
site and area bhereof, Great Britain had 
a deal to say, and said it with consid- 
erable elTect. 

licferriiig to the termination of the 
provisional government of Tien Tsin, 
Lord Cranbonie c,aid the tcruis liad not 
ibeen deliiiitely iigreiHl upon. The gov- 
ernment -would lie glad to see their iiiodi- 
lication, and there was very little doubt 
that tliey would Iho. niodilied. As to 
the China iudeninity being a gold ^iht, 
the government. Lord Crattborue declar- 
ed, could not recede 'from its position, 
but sympathized with China and' some 
ameliorations might be granted. It was 
hopeless to emect tho total abolition of 
ihe.L/lkin stations in 'China, but it vviis 
confidently lioped to he able by a fiscal 
arrangement to relieve foreign trade of 
this enormous burden. '

Seattle, Wash, July 3.— Trncy, tlie es- 
caped Oregon convict nud des>perado, 
has added another murder to Qiis al- 
ready long list, and has again escaped. 

As a result of this afternoon's battle, 
two miles soath of Botholl, Deputy 
Sheriff Raymond, of Snohomisli County, 
lies dead at an undertaker's rooms in this 
city; .Deputy Sheriff Williams, King 
County, lies seriously, if not fatallyi 
wounded at the hotel in (Bothwell, and 
Carl Anderson, a newspaper reporter 
front Seattle, lias a scar caused 'by a 
bulh't grazing his arm. 

-V ijiarty of ilcpiities and newspaper men 
fioiiL this city, upon hearing that Tracy 
was seen going North over the Seattle 
and International tracks, near tlie Stato 
University this morning, proceeded to 
Ma'dison park, eimbarked thence to 
Kirkhnid, and from there went to Both- 
ill. They left Bothell about 1 o'clock, 
I'liiceediiig down the railroad track in 
the direction of Seattle, watching in 
every direction for signs of the des- 
perado. 

.•Vjbout two miles from Bothell they 
caine upon a snmll cabin, whicli tliey 
proceeded to search. While the mem- 
bers of tho iposse were trying tho doona 
and climbing on the roof of tJie cabin 
to sec yfla&t It contained, Tracy opene^l 
•lire from within. One shot ripipedMa 
■hole jn Anderson's coat. Anotier one 
pierced Raymond's body on the left side, 
Idlliug hiiu instantly. Another shot 
from Trncy'a fatal rifle took effect on 
Deputy Williams, making only a wound 
on hlH right hand. A. second shot took 
ell'ect in the left side, under the heart, 
making an ugly, possibly a fatal wound. 
' Tho Jiica of the party who were not 
wounded returned pho fire of Ithe con- 
vict, and succeeded in silencing that 
coming from under his cover. 

As soon ag tho fire ceased Anderson- 
secured a ibuggj-, in which the po.sse had 
come to the scene and' loading Williams 
m it, drove rapidly to Botheli. Iniine- 
■diately upon tlie receipt of the news at 
the shoriir.s otlice, arrangements -were 
iindertakeii to send a second) ijiosso of 
oflicers to the rtcono of the man-hunt. 

-Vt 11 p. m. Tracy appeared' at lYe- 
■mont, a swburb of Seattle, where he 
killed a policeman and wouii'ded another 
man. 

'AVhen Ti-ncy appeared nt Ji'remont, he 
was recognized by Neil Rouley, a mem- 
ber of tho posse of ■FVemonters, prn- 
paring to take up n watch for the night. 
• Without giving Neil a chance to -draw 
a gun on him, Tracy instantly firecT on- 
him, sending a Umllet into hia abdomen 
and killing him. 

The light occurred on li^remont aven»ie, 
just southwest of Woodland Park. Rou- 
ley, who was taken to the Fremont drag 
store in a 'huggy. had espiredi shortly 
after rencliing there. .

CbalTce from his duties i 
military iioveriior, and a third which 
takes the shape of a general ordt ■ ad 
dressed to thi.' entire army of the IJnit- 
I'd Stales, in which Secretary Koot tak( 
oeeasion In expn'ss the President's high 
appi'ceiatiou of the work it has aecoiu- 
pusned, bolu iu Cu'uu lilld the Philip 
pines.

I.i.uidou, .Inly Twenty-nine "rusti- 
cated" cadets of the Uoyal .Military 
academy, Sandhurst, left that iiistilii- 
liou protesting that they had not been 
connected with the receni inccniliai-y 
(ires at Ibe college. .\ time limit of 4.S 
hours, ^iveu by Lord Kobcrts, the com- 
mandor-iu-chicef, to the cadets of the 
Koyal .Military college, Sandhurst, to 
deliver up those who have been guilty of 
starting the many recent fires at the col- 
lege, in default of Which the "rustica- 
tion" of all the cadets was to bo order- 
ed, expired last night. It was then un- 
derstood that a number of tbc cadcis 
would leave Immediately, but the War 
Olllce was endeavoring to suppress all 
inforiiialiou on iiie siilijeci. 

Susiiicious iircs h.'ivc recently oecurrcil 
liii the (luarters of the c'adct.s at the 
.Military 0<jllcgo at Saudliurs^t. 'J'licse 
fires have been occurring since .\,pril. 
ibiit a;]>|iarenLly no clue has yet been ob- 
laiued as to the periietraLors. 

The college aut.bontie« stojipcd tlio 
l';ave of the cadets, imd began an iuvcs- 
liiratioii. This w.is followed hy an out- 
ibiii'sl. Some L'OO of the .",011 cad'eLs .stall- 
ed out oil a tear. To "Kquaro" the gate- 
keeper to let thoni back when lliey re- 
turned they punched him until 'lie de- 
clared ,liimsclt to bo on their .slide. Then 
a iniah w-as made for ihc pli'asiire 
grounds, -whore the Foresters were hav- 
ing a fete. The tabb's of the ,nK>iicy-tak- 
ers was knocked over, and the money 
sent lllying. The moiiey-tukors were 
also knocked over. Those who got in 
took possession at once of tho round- 
abouts, and tho showt^, gave .themselves 
■I ree gates, tnnd thou the youths who tried 
'to cilimb the iron palings got roughly 
MiaiHllcd for their pains, iu about an 
Hour after the melee vrith the picket 
went aftcu- tlieiii, iiiiid losing one of their 
number arrested, they .set off .back to the 
oollege.

Put the ollicers saved the guns, 
the youths foriiicil up and c.!jL.oerod the 
.L'overnor, ami ithen went (iiiinllv 1o bed 



coid;, William Adair, was in the hoiisi 
at the time. He informed them \\-lio In 
was and <irilereil them to luilii him ge 
breakfast. .As they were doin^' so 
b'rank Scott and .(olin .Messegee, oiii 
ployecs of the coniiiaiiy. entered, 'i'rarj 
then became alarmed ami maile the 
men stay al oiii' cud of the room while 
he took his breakfast.

'I'racy enter- 
tained bis fellow passengers with bloud- 
cuidling talcs of his life, and invited 
them to a frm;al lunch with him shortly 
after the noon hour.

But we do know that eternal 
bandying of a question backwards and 
forwards js not the way to go about do- 
ing anything, p.irticular!y such a thing 
a.s building a bridge. The kind 'of 
bridge to l)e built is a matter for ex- 
pert advice, not for expert suggestion, 
however good. If a mao is sick, he goes 
to .1 doctor, puys his tee, and undergoes 
treatment. If the doctor does not cur° 
him ho either dies or goes to another 
(loi.-tor. If a in.'iii han a legal grievance, 
he pays a lawyer for advice us to his 
standing in the courts. If a man wishes 
to build a bridge, ho employs an en- 
gineer. Now. we have saiil that "wc 
have no idea 'whether a stone bridge, a 
concrete bridge or a steel l)ridgc is the 
best. Wrhat is more, we do not wish 
anyone to try to educate us on the mat- 
ter, it is entirely foreign to our sphere, 
both of .action and interest. liut in 
alderman is no more eoiiipetent to decide 
on wliat sort of bridge shoiilil be built 
than the editor of a newspaper. S) 
that the whole question resolves itself 
into this: Eitlior the City Council is in 
possession of eonipetent expert advice 
on wliich it <'an ri'ly, or it is not. If it 
is not, it s1h)u1i1 be, and i.s to blame for 
not being; if it is in jiossessiou of siii.h 
advice, then for tho love of peace an.l 
quietness, and for tin- benefit of the City 
of Victoria, let it go ahead and build 
the bridge without delay I

I'.lOl. Shipments are to bo re- 
siinieil shortly from the C^entre Star, 
I: oil M.isk and Velvet, so that, if any- 
thing, the second si.x months of the year 
should show an increase oi' tonnaga 
over the lirst six months. The Boun- 
dary nuues show a tonnage of 2r)l,(KH) 
tons for the halt' year, as compared 
Willi -KX),0(M) tons during the whole of 
last year. Here, too, through the in- 
crease in furnace capacity by the com- 
pletion of the Sunset smelter, a greater 
and not less tonnage should he produced 
(luring the see.nid half of the year. In 
ihi' Slocan l-l.ODM tons for six nninths 
compare with llO.tHK) tons for lUOl. The 
Sloeau is just holding its own. There 
is not likely to bo much of a falling off 
in East Kootenay, which only prodtieed 
L'll,,"ilH) tons during last year, as coni- 
liared with nearly ST,(MM» tons in HXKI. 
Botli the I.,ardeau and Coast districts 
should show a very satisfactory increase 
in iiroduction. But ou the other hand, 
the Nelson district may show n falling 
olT. On the whole, however, and par- 
ticularly if we take aecouni of the 
liriglit i>rospects for placer and hyilrau- 
lii- mining, the mineral industry of the 
loovince should establish anoliier record 
in VM'l. If this is done under the pres- 
ent ailverse conditions affet-ting the in- 
iliistry, it is easy to predict a tremendous 
growlli as soon as these conditions are 
improved. Uii Vancouver Islaud the 
amount of mineral which will begiu to 
How out as soon as treatment facilities 
are complete will open iieople's eye.s to 
what can bo done wiili capital anil 
modern appliances in a district rich in 
undeveloped mineral. liritish Columbia 
is slowly hut surely advancing towards 
tlie iM)sition it will eventually occupy as 
one of tlie main productivo factors in 
the world's supply of copper.

Even if we not jiroduce enough 
silver to satisfy the Oriental demand, 
we onglit to he a.ble to tind a gooil mar- 
ket for all We do produce in the Orient. 
Itut, alas! there are im facilities "n 
I'.rilish (Volnnibia for relining the bul- 
lion and separating from it the gold 
which it contain.s. As a consequence 
our silver pas^es through a hundred 
handii to our own great h)ss and dam- 
age, Ix'l'ore it finally reaches our most 
convenient cnstonier in China. People 
do not catch tlie iilnins of business oii- 
portunity by ])assividy standing with 
I heir mouths open.

THE CHINESE QCESTION. 

Mr. Wolley, in a letter to the Colonist, 
describes the failure of his attempt to 
do without Chinese labor on his ranch. 
Every such attempt ever made in the 
province of British Columbia has failed, 
and every euch attempt will fail so long 
as Chinamen come into the country. 
When a certain class of labor is dis- 
placed in a country by luiother class 
is quite impossible for uny individual to 
prevent himself from suiiporting the la- 
bor which is in the country, unless iie 
proiKises to engage in no business ut 
all. Wo all support Chinese labor, the 
Strongest aiiti-<31iinaraau in precisely the 
same proportion as hi« neighbor. It is 
merely an iifTectalion not to do so 
directly. Because the same iiercentage 
of Chinese labor enters indirectly into 
each person's scheme of things propor- 
tionately to his expenditures. At pres- 
ent it is only certain classes of labor 
and domestic servants who arc displac(Mi. 
Bui it is oidy a niatter of time until 
Tetiiil Irade iiiid many lines of manufac- 
ture are <'ntirely iu the hands of the 
Chinese. The Chinaman is far more of 
a merchant and a backer than a labor- 
er, and in every country in which ho 
has obtained a footing he has worked 
up from menial labor to the control of

THE RUSSIAN AWAKENING. 

The most desperate iittenipts have 
been made to keep the young Czar of 
Russia in ignorance of what is going 
<jn in his teri'itory through the tyranny 
of ilie buri'aucratic ;;<)Vf rnment caiTJed 
on in his name. The rumblings of rev- 
olution have at last, however, become 
loo loud and have penetrated even the 
walls of the p:ilace, with a result quitrf 
iini'xpecicil anil highly distasteful to the 
ailvisers of the Czar. He is <letennined 
lo investigate his people's grievance: 
lor himself, aud to try to gain the con 
Udence of his down-trodden people. It 
will he the earnest prayer of every free 
]ieopl<! that lie may be strong enough to 
destroy the bureaucracy. If the first 
n>e ho made of his autocratic power was 
lo hang some of his ministers, he would 
populiirize himself and give Russia a 
chance. Felix Volkovsky, writing oC 
the Knssiaii movement in the Contem- 
IKirary Review, reports the followiug 
conversation to haVe taken place iu tho 
streets of St. Petersburg: 

"What is that'? \\'hat is going on on 
till' .\evsky I'l-osiiekt':'" asked a gentJe- 
nian of hi.s "cabby" while driving in 
St. Petersburg during one of the dem- 
i^nstrations. 

' I'wiple nro revolting, that's all," ro- 
plii>d the cabman, quietly. 

"What, revolting? Why do they re- 
volt 

"Tlicy want their right.s — that's tho 
reason. All will be revolting soon, be- 
cause nil want to have their rights. 
These (Jermaiis and .lews iuak(^ life im- 
possible citlier to your class or to ours."' 

"What Germans and Jews do yon 
mean?" 

"Why, the Tsar's ministers, d— m 

them." 

lie concludes an interesting artido on 
the situation as follows: 

Let it 1)(! clearly understood that I do 
not expect the liberation of Russia from 
internal tyranny to be efl'eeted ut once. 
Tlie manifold struggle against the yoke 
is as yet lumrganized. .Many times yet 
will th(^ i)resciit regime triumpli over 
tile instinctive as well as the conscious 
outbursts of the Russian •craving for 
liberty and n life worth living. But, 
Iiowi'ver many they i"ay be, never will 
these triiiinphs licnceforward oradiealo 
from the Russian people the <'onscious- 
tiess that their salv.ition is in their own 
hands. In this .sense the movement is 
Imiierisluilile. It has its prophet in the 
person of the Grand Old Man of Rus- 
it has already produced its poet— 
the poet of the awakening pcrMnality, 
tho young Maxim Gorky, niid it will 
have its future .and itp final victory 
when the cry now ringing thtonghout 
Russia, "Long live the Zemsky Sotior

causes of disease have been tracked 
down and linally revealed. 

Sir Frederick can Jiardly bo accused 
of cxatcir-'eration in conii)ariu(; a medical 
discoverer to an explorer of new seas 
and conliueiits. Small as tlie^ human 
body dti, it is a microcosm which con- 
tains nearly as many riddles to solve 
as the slobe itself. The belief of tlie 
African Nainaiiuas tiliat the uioon is a 
piece of bacon is hardly more grotesiiue 
than the ideas formerly eutertaiuc-J re- 
garding thcJ functions of invisible parts 
of tho body. While- the I'ytbagoreau 
auatoinist AJkmaeon already taught, 
several centuries before Christ, that the 
brain is the scat of the soul, tliis -was a 
niero apercu, not generally accepted. 
iJurton's Anatomy of Melonclioly con- 
tains uiajiy illustrations of the Imlicroiis 
ideas current at various times about 
the uses of the bodily organs. It was 
only gradually discovered that the 
nerves Tire different from t.lio sinews. It 
took uiuuy centuries to et<lablish sc) sini- 
ido n thing, apparently, as tlie real facts 
re^'ardiiig. the circulation of the blood. 

In the modern meilical world the un- 
rnibe-hnnter has become a person of 
special prominence. ICvery educated 
I«>rson knows about I'asiour, .Lister, 
Koch, and other medical men ivho have 
distinguished themselvcfi in this tield. 
Hunting of largo game h;is always been 
regarded us a romantic sort of sport, 
yet microbe-hunting is none the less no 
becauiie tho hunted monsters are visible 
only under a niiicroseope. l\hey are all 
the more dangerous for beingr invisible, 
and mun^ brave expepimenters have 
been sluln by them. Was Hodges of 
London, -who, in 1005, made the first 
post mortem iu.'ipcctiou of a plague pa- 
tient, less of a roniaiitic hero than n 
bear-slayer or lion-hnnterV Sir Freder- 
ick Treves thinks tbo parallel is very 
close between the slaying of the dragon 
by St. George and the discoveries in con- 
neotion with tuberculosis, a disease de- 
va'^tatiiig every country and laying low 
ilie very primost lives within it. Tho 
hero of the ordinary romaiu'e eaves only 
one life — that of tlie heroine — whom lie 
forthwith proceeds to marry liy way of 
rewarding himself. How'ninch more 
worthy of onr admiration 'is the medical 
hero who daily, fur years, risks his life in 
the ihope ol* localiiif; the genu of some 
deadly dise.-ise like cancer, the discov- 
ery of which may lead to the paving of 
thousanils, nay, millions, of lives. 

It is when we re^'ard incMlical men as 
detectives that the romance of their pro- 
fession 'becomes most; patent. Sherlock 
Holm«s liimself never achieved a more 
surprising and marvelous feat than the 
doctors who unraveled the mystery of 
malaria and yellow fever. One of them, 
l>r. Jesse Lazear, wio lost lids life in 
Cuba, a true martyr to science, has his 
name and devotion comtuemorated in 
the iLazear Battery at Biiltimore. Only 
a few years ago, if any one had su,i,'- 
gested that niosijiiitoes are the deadliest 
animals in tlie worhl, counting tlieir an- 
nual victims by millions, he would have 
been rei,'ar(li^d as a Innat.ic. The story 
"f how the criminals were ^-radlially re- 
'■":;nix,i-<l and brom:lit to bay coidd be 
wdrked uji hy a literary artist 'into a 
more ronrantic tale than any of the sup- 
jiosedly thrilling stories that api)ear in 
the cheap prints. The same may bo 
.said of the tale of the niilkniaid and 
.lennor, the medical detective, who, by 
discoveriii'; the ollicncy of vaccin.Tt'ioii, 
has saved legions of lives. Simpler feats 
Of detoctive iiigonuit.v nro accomplished 
every year by the medical experts, who, 
perhaps, trace a city epidemic of tv- 
phoid, or scarlet fi»ver, or diphtheria to 
.some lonely farmhouse where the <'Ows 
Jiave 'been allowed to drink contaminat- 
ed w'ater.

TIIAVELING IN ITALY. | 

System of Kailroad Trausportation, 
Wretchedly luadeiiuatu. 

iFroia Lomlon Times.) 
lleturuiug from tho latest (A a loag 
series of journeys in Italy, I hope that 
vou will allov,- iiie to send 11 few words 
of warning to British and Auiericau 
travelers. 

This warning tloes not refer to minor 
discomforts of Italian travel— to the 
petty e.xactious, impositions and losses 
so often comphliued of— but to what 
seems rapidly becouiiug a complete 
breakdown in the Italian railway sys- 
tem as ruisards the decent or even safe 
conveyance of travelers. 

h'or several years, at each of my visits, 
it has become more aud more clear that 
the e.^istiug system of railway transpor- 
tation in Italy is tcreteliodly iuadequ::te 
and, ns the volume of travel and l;raffic 
iULTcaties, steadily growing worse, and 
that there U as PtUer iuteotlgu in the 
jjiluds of thopQ In control titan lo make 
tho most money possible out of tlie pre- 
sent evil system, no matter what suffer- 
ing or danger may thereby come to thfc 
traveling public, 

Mrst, on the lines between NapJ'e^, 
Uome, Florence and Verona, and be- 
tween 'Venice, Milan and Genoa, and 
along tbe Italian Riviera, the rule pre- 
vails to crowd and stuff tho carriages 
beyond endurance, and this with (first- 
class passeu(,'ers, .as well as those of 
other classes. During a large part of 
tho year, at every iiuportiuit station, 
almost without exception, comes a strug- 
gle— pushiti;,', luiUing, (inarreling, light- 
ing the way in and out of carriages. 
-Vgain and tigain, in first-class carriages, 
1 have seen passengers fitanding, in ad- 
dition to those who are crowded together 
upon the seats. This 1 recntly saw 
at h'loreiice and again tit Milati. At 
ticiioa 1 reci'iitly saw ladies and ;;eiitle- 
meii waitiii.L,' fur half an houv in the 
rain for a chance to push their way into 
seats. -Vt I'loreiice, 1 recently saw 
what I have seen at various tunes, 11 
haiid-to-hand struggle for jihices in tirst- 
class carriages, in which men, women 
ami children were concerned. 

It may be said that lliis was due to 
some special increase in tlie iiiimlier nf 
passengers. I'his was not the case. It 
oicnrreil as I was coining from Itoiiie 
north »-ard, just before Holy Week, 
when the main stream of travel was 
southward. 

.\11 tills le greatly aggravated by tho 
ignorance or iuahility of Italian railway 
offictals in making up and managing 
trains. Take one case as typical. Tho 
great stream of travel, which, during a 
largo part of the year, sets both ways 
between Venice and Florence, would 
seem fully to warrant, if not a throngli 
train, at least an adequate nnmbcr o'" 
through carriages. Ilut mi. .\gaiii and 
iigain, year after yc>ar. men, wiimeii and 
children traveling between these two 
cities are turned -out of the carriages 
al an intermediate station and aru sep- 
arated in order to scjueeze theiiis ''vs 
into such scattered accommoihuions li"ro 
and there as they may chance to lind ;o 
tbe through trains between Verona .1111 
Florence. It would seem ilitit the 
petty profits derived b.v underlings from 
pulling jiasseiigers out of one train and 
crushing tliein into another supply lac 
central idea of this policy. 

Take next the inaiu-jJlations. ,\lnio 
without exception they are inconvenient, 
unsanitary, aud mt(;rly inadeiinat 
During luy latest visits to the Cenou 
station I have noted what seems to be 
till.' beginning of an cnlari;i;iiient ; but 
it is the only one where any such tend 
eiicy is visible. It wn's high time, for u 
physical inutossibility to get the train 
ill and out of tho station was becoming 
manifest; but at other stations, where 
the demand is almost as >:reat, there is 
not the slightest sign of iiiipioveineiit . 
At Florence, where jncreased accourno- 
dution is perhaps most needed, then.' has 
been, for ten years, talk of improve- 
ment; but nothing has been done. 

Take next tho railway carriages. 
With the exception of those in tho trains 
dc luxe, for which heavy supplementary 
lirices must lie jiaid, and to which, as .1 
rule, only lii-si-class |iasscn;,'ers are ad- 
mitted, they are by far the worst known 
to me in Europe. In very niauy of 
tlieiii no acconut seems to lie taken of 
the necessities of invalids, cliililrcn and 
other feeble folk -who resort ti. Italy, I > 
say notliLii;.' of the gimeral imblic. I 
have known, in every ptirt of Italy, not 
merely inconvenience, but real snlTerin;; 
thus cauiieil— soinel imes ilan^;eriins suf- 
fering. To this may be added the fact 
that the potty railwiiy servants are evi- 
dently allowed hy tludr superiors to ]irey 
upon till! traveling juiblic in many ways, 
ingenious but vexatious. 1 miiy men- 
tion a typical case at (Jenoa, where on 
two occasions a widl-dresseil olllcial 
eanseil articles of light ln;.'ga;.'e to be 
hidden in the waiting rnoiii. in order 
that he might secure a reward by hnd- 
ing them. 

The misfortune of all ibis state "f 
things is more noteworthy mIiih one 
considers the iniprovenioiit of Italy in 
other rittpocts. .My own recollert ions 
extend over iieiuly fifty years. 1 have 
seen the Italian cities, like Ilonie. 
Venice, Xaples and many others, from 
breeding beds of pestilence made clean 
and healthful; hotels wliieh it was once 
dangerous to outer have been made 
among tho best in the world; the old 
loathsome street beggary has been 
nearly abolishoti, and the traveler finds 
about him a people fur more decent and 
seli-res|iectiug than under the old 

l'''L'ime. 

The roiidition of tho Ifalian railways 
^ci'iii> till' one excepliou to this hette- 
Maie ul things. A rei-of,'nitioii of lli's 
!a.t is seen in the great number of 
Hiiiish. (Jerinaiis and Americans who, 
traveling between Northern iiiul South- 
ern Itai.v, instead of taking the trains, 
L'o npiin tbe sliijis of tho .\orth (iennan 
Ijloyd and llumhiirg lines. 

College autliorltlos at Milwaukee oiprKss- 
ed an old Jjenttineut In new words on iilie 
sign, "Mense walk on tilie sidewalk." 'ilie 
words were nicely arranged In two lines. 
A vandal came aloiiL' with a liatchet, and 
when he left, the slirii read thus: ■•I'leas.-

The In- 
dians who c;;ine ilow-K from the West 
Coast of the Ishiiul some time ago to 
discuss tile sealing wages, have been re- 
ceiving letters from the ui.iuagers of 
l'"]-ascr river canneries since their arri- 
val, ill which lhc lioss men of the tribes 
were olVered ;i lioiuis for every linliun 
I icy could lii-in; over, and employment 
for Iheniselvcs at .'sL;..")0 jier day. " .Nat- 
urally the boss men used every endeavor 
lo Work against their tribesiuen going 
sealimr ami "iinlled" for the cnnners in 
considei'iit ion of the honus. The scalers 
have therefore lieeii left short of In- 
dians for the full cumplenieiit of schoon- 
ers, and some will have to come home.
